ator Carlisle says he is opposed to free 
oinage of either gold or silver, but in 
favor of unlimited coinage of both met- 
als upon terms of exact equality. No 
discrimination should he made in favor 
of one metal and against the other, nor 
should any discrimination be made in 
favor of holders of either gold or sitver 
bullion and against the great body of 
people who own other kiuds of proper- 
ty. Gold and silver bullion should lie 
treated exactly alike in the mints of the 
United States— that is, that a dollar’s 
worth of gold should be coined into a 
gold dollar, and a dollar’s worth of sil- 
ver should be coined into a silver dollar, 
and if no charges an* made for coining 
the one, then no charges should be made 
for coining the other. The declaration 
made upon the subject of coinage of sil- 
ver by the democratic party at its recent 
National convention is perfectly sound 
in principle and enunciates the only true 
public policy. It may be impossible for 
any single government to establish a ra- 
tio which will be sufficiently stable to 
sustain the free coinage of both metals 
without disturbing its monetary system. 

If so. an international conference is the 
only tribunal that can extricate 11s from 
the existing situation and any measure 
looking to the complete remonetization 
of silver and the equality of the dol- 
lars coined from the two metals will re 
ceive the Senator’s cordial support.
